What renders this action al] the more 
remarkable is that neither Prince Trou- 
betskoi nor any of the zemstvos, al- 
though representing a form of lotal 
popular government, are essentially aris- 
tocratic. They are the creation of the 
reforms of the Czar Alexander II which 
followed on the emancipation of the serfs. 


At that time the whole of the Russian | 


nobility were clamoring for a form of 
popular government which would give 
them a share in the administration of 
affairs. The czar saw clearly enough 
that a constitution would sooner or later 
be inevitable, and consequently he creat- 
ed the zemstvos as a sort of appren- 
iceship in self-government. These bodies 
consist of a number of small houses of 
commons administering the districts and, 
in each province, a kind of senate elected 
from the district zemstvos and known as 
the government zemstvo. Seeing, how- 
ever, that the qualification of the electors 
is the possession of not less than 15,000 
roubles in real estate, and that each of 
the zemstvos, district and governmental, 
is presided over by the local marshal of 
the mobility, they are not, strictly speax- 
ing, democratic bodies. 

Their present discontent has, however, 
a certain democratic tendency. It was 
largely stimulated by the attempts of 
the late M. de Pilehve to interfere with 
and restrict the privileges of the 


zemstvos, but its chief incentive has 
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PRINCE TROUBE’USKO1, 
President of the Moscow ‘“‘Zemstvo.’”’ 
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come from the growing distress and dis- 
affection of the peasantry and laboring 
classes, whose restlessness threatens the | 
whole land owning class. Although this 
distress and disaffection are due to im- 
perial maladministration, it is certain 
that if they were to lead to a revolution- 
ary outbreak the land owners, and not 
the central government, would be. the 
first to suffer. In a word, the Russian 
nobility and landed gentry see themselves 
threatened by a colossal Jacquerie, and 
they are consequently anxious to’ save 
themselves by champfoning the popular 
grievances. There are, of course, other 
reasons for their discontent, but these 
are the chief ones. The revolt of the 
zemstvos is consequently a conservative 
revolt, and it aims at a popular consti- 
tution on a conservative basis. Hence, 
the disregard of its representative is an 
act of reckless unwisdom, for if the 
zemstvos’ scheme fails the only alterna- 
tive is the real democracy, and this must 
mean anarchy.

HAUNT HAMPTON CASTLE 
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ONDON, February !8.—There are 
. many nooks and rooms and corners 

in the ancient palace of Hampton 
Court into which the public never pene- 
trate; among them the long low gallery 
known ag “the haunted gallery.” Shis, 
it is sald, is now to be thrown open, and 
is to form part of that section of the 
palace which is shown to visitors. No 
ancient mansion in the United Kingdom 
betters deserves the dread name of 
haunted house than the royal palace of 
Hampton Court, which, since the great 
cardina; built it, in the early part of the 
sixteenth century, has, perhaps, seen 
moore splendor and more suffering than 
any other house in the land, 

Like all ancient dwellings which have 
been the continuous abode of men and 
women for centuries, the ‘‘sense of mys- 
tery,’’ the charm of romance, cluster 
about tts antique walls, and, of course, 
it is haunted—and by no fewer than 
three ghosts. Jane Seymour, the third 
wife of Henry VIII, died in the palace 
soon after her infant son, afterwards 
Edward VI, had been dchristened in the 
twhapel, to which he was borne with 
great golemnity through the counc 
chamber, along the haunted gallery (not 
then a hounted spot), through the great 
ivalj into the clock court, and s0 along 
the cloister to the chapel door. Her sou] 
found no rest. Her specter, clothed in 
white, has been geen, so they say, to 
come out of the door of the queen’s 
apartments—the rooms of her predeces- 
sors, Katherine of Aragon and of Anne 
Boleyn, her mistress, whom she sup- 
planted—and to wander about with a 
lighted taper in its hand. 

Another Hampton Court ghost is- that 
of Mre. Penn, the nurse of Edward, VL 
She died of smallpox in 1562, and was 
buried in Hampton churca.

There are probably hundreds of Oliver’s 
descendants alive today, many of them 
no doubt ignorant of their distinguished 
descent. The best known of them all is 
an English clergyman, the Rey. T. Crom- 
well Bush, who is the proud owner of 
a most remarkable museum of relics 
of his great ancestor. Mr. Bush possesses

The letter of Commis- 
sioner Grunsky inclosed a communica- 
tion from him fo Vice President Drake, 
of the railroad company, of September 
iS last, in which he returns “unopened” 
an envelope containing his fee for the 
Grst meeting he attended. He states 
that the did not refuse the envelope at 
the time it was handed to him at the 
olose of the meeting because he did not 
wish to embarrass his associates on the 
commission. He could not construe the 
ettendiance fee other than compensation 
end must decline to accept it. 

Vice Presigent Drake resumed his tes- 
timony. Chairman Hepburn immediately 
took up the matter of payments for at- 
tendance on the meetings of the boarg 
of directors and of the executive com- 
mittee by members of the isthmian canal 
commission.

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TALKS OF SULTAN 


British Moslem Meaped With 
Honors at Yildiz Palace 


Mr. Quillian, Who is Spreading the 


Religion of Mahomet in Eng- 
land, Says that the Sultan 
is a Greatly Maligned 
Individual.

ONDON, February 18.—“Wy did 
the sultan summon me to Constan- 
tinople? My dear sir, I em solici- 

tor, the sultan is my client, and I never 

Dreak my clHent’s conlidences.”’ 

The speaker was the Shetkh-ul-Islam 
of the British ilsles, W. H. Quilliam, of 
Liverpool, who was summoned to Con- 
stantinople on December 7 by the sultan, 
and returned on Saturday. 

He went a considerable person—eacred 
and secular—the religious head of Ma- 
hometanism in tis country, and an ef- 
fendi, or knight. He returns a still 
greater—religious head of the world’s Ma- 
hometanism outside Turkey and India, 
so supreme that they cannot even com- 
municate with fhe sultan except through 
him. He\has also been made a bey, 
which is the Turkish equivalent of baro- 
net, 

iMr. Quilliam told some details of his 
journey. First, he said, he was to have 
gone to Armenia to find out how trea- 
sonable documents are smuggied into 
country, incitemer§s to a rising against 
Turkish authority. His instructions 
were suddenly altered, and he went to 
Constantinople instead, but the eheikh 
has been in Armenia before, and he has 
definite ideas that the smugglers are 
American missionaries and Russian 
agents. 

Missionaries Criticised. 

“Why Russian agents should want to 
sow rebellion against the Turks is per- 
haps understandable. But American mis- 
sionaries—’’ 

“They are Christian zealote,”’ said the 
ahelksh, “‘who belic the message of their 
Master by preaching resistance to the 
powers that be; uncharitable, intolerant, 
and foolish persons, who hate their fel- 
low-man when he happens to a Mosiem, 
and persecute his religion. 

While in Constantinople Mr. Quilliam 
was daily at YWidiz, except during an at- 
tack of Russian influenza. He drew up @ 
report on the conditiagn of Moslems out- 
side Turkey, about which the sultan fre- 
quently consulted him. 

Mr. Quilliam is an enthusiastic admirer 
of the sultan. 

“A'‘bdul Hamid,” the said, “is now 63 
years of age, and has reigned twenty-| 
eight years—a long period for a threatened | 


man like the sultan, who is said to live! 
in a palace honeycombed with intrigue, 
and to go in daily dread of assassina-

London, January |8.—Charles T. Yerkes, 
the erstwhile Chicago street railway 
magnate, is demonstrating afresh, by 
the smoothness and celerity with which 
the various schemes of tube construction 
and electrification of existing under- 
ground roads under his control are being 
pushed to completion, that an American 
can get more and better work out of 
British workmen than the British em- 
ployer of labor. Incidentally, too, he is 
justifying the pregnant observation maue 
by one of the most infivential and au- 
thoritative of technical journals in Eng- 
land—The Engineer—that the ultimate 
solution of England’s industrial problems 
may be found in the appointment of ex- 
perienced Americans to .manage large 
undertakings.

A friend of Governor Terrell’s speaking 
of the matter yesterday, said it Was not 
Governor Terrell’s policy to make va- 
cancies to be filled by appointment. The 
governor had not done so up to this time 
and he did not believe he would do so in 
this case. The appointment of Colene] 
Stevens, as will readily be seen, would 
create a vacancy TH the office of eom- 
missioner of agriculture which would 
have to be filled by appointment, be- 
cause the new railroad commissioner wil] 
have to be appointed during the coming 
summer. 

AS a matter of fact, it has been the 
gossip around the capitol that Chair- 
man Pope Brown is anxious to be com- 
missioner of agriculture. It is said that 


Stevens and would not do so, but if 
Colonel Stevens should be appointed rail- 
road commissioner it is pretty well un- 
derstood that Mr. Brown would probably 
be in the race for commissioner of agri- 
culture in 1906. 

Several applications have been filed 
with Governor Terrell, it is stated, for 
the office of railroad commissioner, but 
the governor has informed all who are 
interested in the matter that he wil] not 
take the question up for consideration 
until next summer. There {s no likelihood 
that the new railroad commissioner will 
be appointed until the latter part of the 
legislative session, just in time for the 
confirmation of the appointee by the 
State senate, which meets in July and 
August.

The Slot Machine Tax. 


| 

| There bids fair to be a contest between 
| the state authorities and the proprietors 
of a certain class of nickle-in-the-slot ma- 
chines, who are endeavoring to avoid 
the payment of taxes upon them. 

The genenal tax act requires.a tax of 
$2.50 a year upon each slot machine 
which sells any form of merchandise, 
and $5 a year upon miatchines which 
show. pictures or play music or weigh 
those who get on them, 

At the last session of the legislature 
there was incorporated in the slot ma- 
chine section a chause which was intend- 
ed, no doubt, fo exempt almost all such 
| machines from the payment of this tax. 
| It reads as follows: 

“Except that no specific or license tax 
shalj be Jevied or collected on merchan- 
dise machines delivering merchandise, and 
kept by dealers in their store houses and 
paying taxes as merchants,’’ 

The other day Tax Collector A. P. 
Stewart demanded the $2.50 tax on a 
slot machine that sells chewing gum. 
Exemption was claimed on the ground 
that it was one of the so-called ‘auto- 
matic clerks’ dealt with in the forego- 
ing clause. 
| Tax Collector Stewart referred the 
| representative of the company which 
| owns these machines to Comptroller Gen- 
|era] W. A. Wright. The comptroller gen- 
eral held that t®t® machine was taxable, 
because he said itt was a well known 
fact that these machines are owned by 
'a company which controls both the ma- 
| chine and the chewing gum sold, and 
i therefore they cannot be exempted as 
| belonging to the merchant in whose store 
'they are displayed.

‘wenera| the tax collector will demand the 
| $2.50 license on al) of these machines, 
/and if it is refused, executions wil] be

At Home with Senator Cockrell.

How It Feels To Be Shot. 


‘Where else were you wounded, sena-| 
tor?” ; 

‘Il was once shot through teh fleshy part 
of the forearm, but this was not serious 
and I was able to go on until the battle 
Was over. J] was shot through the leg at 
the battle cf Franklin. The ball went 
through my right leg near the ankle, 
breaking the small bone. About the sume 
time a ball went through my left leg not 
far from the ankle, just grazing the bone. 
When I got these wounds I was with my 
troops, right at the front and in the thick 
of the fire. I tried my leg and found 1 
could manage to walk upon it, notwith- 
standing the broken bone, so I hobbled 
off of the field. Had I stayed I should 
have been riddled with bullets.’’

‘Yes, when I was in prison toward and 
at about the end of the war I settled my 
future.

I thought of 
Mexico, but I did not ike Maximilliian, 
who was then trying to be king, and told 
my friends in prison that I hoped the 
United States would send 100,000 men 
there to drive him out of the country. 
I thought of Brazil, but that was under 
Dom Pedro and had also a monarchical 
government. , After careful consideration 
I came to the conclusion that the United 
States was the only country for me. It 
was my country, and in most respects it 
had what I regarded the ideal govern- 
ment. I wanted to stay with it and be 
a part of it. I thereupon decided that 
I would go home as soon as I got out 
of prison, and take my punishment, 
whatever it might be, and then become 
a supporter of my new country. This 
I did and have never regretted it.’’ 


How One Man Was Pardoned. 

“T applied to the president for pardon, 
and here, by the way, is my pardon 
paper.’’ With this the senator took an 
official document, a copy of his request 
for pardon, :which had been furnished 
him from the war department, from one 
of the pigeon holes of his desk and read 
it to me, 

The letter was addressed to President 
Andrew Johnson and in it General Cock- 
rel; stated that he had gone into the 
confederate army from a feeling of duty, 
believing that the principles of the con- 
federate government were .right, and 


broke into cheers. 


| You must remember 
| that half of the men were my friends 
who had been fighting for me, and that 
cur campaign had been so conducted that 
| the remainder, although they preferred 
| their own candidate, did not object to me. 
\As it was, I captured the convention, My 
‘friends were still enthusiastically for me 
and my opponents were sorry that I had 
ito be-defeatted, in order that their candi- 
date might succeed, They gathered 
| around me and said: ‘Well, Cockrell, 
| we'll take care of you; we'll make you 
‘serator.’ This they did, and I have been 
in the senate from then until now.” 
Some Eiements of Success. 

“How did vou get along in the sen- 
ate, Mr. Cockrell?” 

‘I was green at first, but I took up the 
work that came to me and did it as wel] 
as I could, at the same time trying to fit 
myself for that which might come. This 
has been one of the principles of my 
life. I have tried to do the duty which 
lies nearest me and fit myself for the 
future. When I was made captain 1! 
studied the tactics necessary for that 
position and at the same time those 
needed should I become colonel. While 
colonel I studied what was necessary to 
govern a brigade, and the result was 
that when the better places came or 
were thrust upon me I was able to fill 
them.”’ 

“IT suppose that has been one of the 
reasons of your success in life, senator?’ 

“I think so. An important element of 
business success, It seems to me, is to 
avoid personal antagonisms and person 
(alities. There is no use in making ene- 
| mies where one can keep friends, and

[I re- 
plied that I had the right To the floor, 
and that I intended to make my speech. 
1 did make it and in it referred to Gen- 
eral Burnside, saying that no one in the 
United States would think of casting 
any reflection upon his honor, and as for 
myself I would be the last to do so. I 
complimented him in high terms and said 
that I was sorry that he had misinter- 
preted my remarks. As I sat down 
Lamar came over to me and threw his 
arms around my shoulder and said: 

“Cockrell! Do you know, I wouid 
give my skin if I could control my 
temper as you can yours.’ 

“The next day General Burnside apol- 
Ogized to me.”’ 


Boodle in Congress. 


The conversation here turned to Sena- 

tor Cockrell’s work in congress. He was, 
you know, for six years one of the com- 
i mittee on claims and part of the time 
‘its chairman. He has, I think, been con- 
nected with the committee on military 
affairs throughout his career. He was put 
On the appropriations committee about 
twenty-four years ago, and has been 
|working on that committee ever since, 
|He has, in short, been connected with 
| the chief business of the senate and is 
|, known everywhere as one of its most 
,efficient workers. He knows all about 
| the ‘ins and outs of legislation, how 
things are done, and by what means. 
During the talk I asked as to boodle in 
congress, saying: 

“Senator, you represent Missouri, which 
has become known as a _ boodle-taking 
and boodle-referming state. I want to 
Know about the senate. Is it an honest 


hhedy?”’ 


“T- think it fs,” was the reply. 

“Haye you ever, during your thirty 
years of service here, been approached, 
directly or irdirectly, by any man or cor- 
poration with the offer of a bribe?’’ 

“No. Not once. I don’t think much 
money is spent in influencing congress in 
that way. If it is spent, it is wasted; for 
|the money does not get to the men for

exists here.’’

In 1898 the Crop Was Between 
1,000 and 2,000 Cars—How the 
Fruit Growers and the 
Private Car Lines 

" Manage.

is estimated that the fruit crop of Geor- 
gia this year will reach from 6,000 to 
8.c00 cars. In (898 It was between I!,- 
000 and 2,000 cars. Last year it approx- 
imated 5,000 cars. : 

This fact was brought out in the testt- 
mony of George B. Robbins, of the Ar- 
mour Car Company, in his testimony be- 
fore the special subcommittee of the 
house, which ts investigating the private 
cur question. 

It had been stated to the committee 
that the private car companies were not 
responsible to shippers for damages to 
fruit and other shipments in their cars. 
This, Mr. Robbins said, wag a mistake; 
he said in one season his company had 
raid to Georgia shippers $6,000, and in 
auother had paid a similar sum to Cal- 
ifornia shippers. 

‘We obligate ourselves,” said he, “to 
actually furnish all the cars required un- 
der exclusive contracts with railroads, 
ard hold ourselves responsible for dam- 
ages in case of failure to do so; and we 
aiso pay damages for faulty equipment 
or faulty refrigeration.” 

Methods of Operation, 

In explaining further the methods of 
conducting their business, Mr. Robbins 
suid that, as a rule, instead of the rail- 
roads supplying ice to the car companies, 
the latter furnished their own ice and 
sold to the railroads besides. 

‘We supply every pound of ice used 
in California, Georgia, the Carolinas, and 
Ylorida, and many other of the largest 
shipping districts. Besides the initial ice 
we supply every pound used en route, 
from our own stations, with our own la. 
bor, superintended by our own salaried 


men. 
He ridiculed the idea that it would prof- 


it the ratiroads to own refrigerator c&ars, 
saying that in twenty years’ dealings 
with the railroad men, he had found that 


‘they looked after their own interests very | 


sharply, and he had no doubt that if this 
‘business would be profitable to the rail- 
‘reads they would already be engaged in 
‘it. In support of his contention, Mr. 
Rebbing quoted from the testimony of 
numerous railroad officials. 

“The fruit is frequently loaded,” he 
said, “before its destination or route is 
‘decided, and our carg are free to go to 
‘any destination by any route; thug sav- 
‘ing the railroads and shippers great trou- 
bie in getting certain kind of cars for 
‘certain business, and providing a great 
convenience and advantage by permitting 
,change in destination and route after 
loading.” 
| Mr. Robbins stated that there wag no 
profit in the mileage on the fruit cars, as 
‘f{hey were idle three months in the year. 
If it were not for the profit on refrig- 
eration, he said, his company Would be 
compelled to go out of business, 

Representative Mann expressed ouriosi- 
‘ty as to how the fruit business fared in 
view of alleged oppression of the grow- 
ers by the private car lines.

The success of the present cotton 
holding movement is absolutely con- 
tingent on the reduction of the new 
crop acreage, and to be a signal suc- 
cess the acreage reduction must be 
radical.

One of the February magazines hag an 


article entitled ‘Building Up a Com- 
munity’’ which contains the following: 
“Thirty-two years ago there was 
but one house in the town of Fresno, 
in the Central desert of California. A 
hole was dug in the ground under 


it, 40 feet deep, into which the in- 


mates lowered themselves by a bucket 
and windlass to escape the heat of 
the day. Around it, as far as the 
eye could see, stretched the glaring 
desert unbroken by any ct&tivated 
spot of green. The whole country 
eeemed a hopeless waste—dead and 
profitless. Today this spot is the 
center of a cheerful community of 
8,000 homes in a land made fertile 
by irrigation. About ten thous- 
and children attend its public 
schools. The industries there yield 
$14,000,000 annually. The raisin 
crop put into the farmer’s bank ac- 
ccunts last year $2,300,000. * *& 
In 1872 Mr, M. J. Church conceived 
the idea of bringing water by ditches 
from King’s River, 20 miles away, 
fo irrigate the land: His proposal 
was laughed at as a dreamer’s 
echeme. But persistence won; in 
1876 he had water on land within 
three miles of Fresno, and the first 
year’s crop proved the soil to be fer- 
tile. The area of watered ground 
rapidly extended. Today there are 
860,000 acres under irrigafion.”’ 


The accompanying map sfiows the 
south Atlantic and gulf states east of the 
Mississipp! in outline, as well as the 
principal rivers. 

The heavy black line crossing the 
states In a southwesterly and westerly 
direction represents approximately the 
ancient coast line, as geologists agree. 
The land east, southeast and south of 
this line {s the great southern coastal 
plain, land made by the receding waters 
of the gulf and ocean and the rivers 
flowing into them from the hill country. 
The islands on all the southern coast, 
not shown on the map, are the products 
of similar causes; the Bahamas and the 
g0!] of Cuba, Porto Rico and other Islands 
further out are largely, it is probable, 
the products of ocean currents deposit-

In an article of this kind, Mmited by 
the absence of expert testimony and the 


small space of a newspaper’s columns, 
only suggestions may be offered and pos- 
sible results predicted. The subject be- 
longs to the skilled engineer and the 
Statesman. But we may talk about it. 
That country flourishes best and that 
people develop fastest which possess 
superior advantages and most skilfully 
combines them through wisdom, energy 
and boldness with natural laws. A coun- 
try May possess superior advantages and 
remain poor for centuries; but where 
such advantages exist by the side of 
poverty, then energy, courage and wis- 
dom are missing. The people are either 
badly led, or follow poorly. 

It is needless here to dwell on the 
natural advantages of the south. Every 
schoo] child knows them by heart, but 
yet, with all, the south as a section {ts 
poor in comparison with most sections 
of the union. Have we been badly led, 
or do we follow poorly? Perhaps we 
have dealt too much’ with political 
thought and have missed the larger per- 
spective, which is that by increase of 
population elsewhere in the union the 
south is hopelessly in the minority and 
can never expect to dominate legislation 
again; and that while as a political power 
we cannot lead the country, by a wise 
and energetic use of our advantages, 
physical, climatic and geographical with 
all that these involve, we may lead ali 
sections in trade, transportation, manu- 
factures and material wealth. Acre for 
acre the south can support a larger popu- 
lation on a generous scale than any sec- 
tion of the union. When it does, the 
battle is won! 

Let us get back to Irrigation! 

The rainfall of Georgia is approximately

Away with such an idea! Why, my 
countrymen, the highest and noblest in- 
stincts of genuine patriotism and man- 
hood absolutely demand that you should 
stand side by side with the utmost good 
faith in this trying hour of necessity.

But, the argument 
does not stop there.

Bear in mind, there is only one an- 
swer; and that answer is technical in- 
dustrial training. Agriculturally, boys 
must be taught other things than the 
production and marketing of cotton. 
This is important, it is treu; but 
they should be made experts in the pro- 
duction of all classes of plant commodli- 
ties. They should be made experts in 
the preeding, care and management of all 
kinds of stock; and they’ should be 
taught how to preserve the soil and In- 
crease it productivity.

EW YORK, February |8.—(Spectal.) 
“The spit ball is the most remark- 


Nz discovery in baseball science 


made within the past decade.’’ 

This statement was made today by 
Clark Griffith, as he was posing for the 
accompanying photographs, which are 
the first published showing the position 
of the fingers in fhrowing this remars- 
able ball. 

“This new addition in the pitching art 
has come to stay,” said Griffith, “and 
when it is gotten under control by 
pitchers other than Jack Chesbro I be- 
lieve it will be the downfall of several 
of the game’s greatest batters. 

“While we all use the spit ball oc- 
casionally, Jack Chesbro is the only man 
who has thoroughly mastered it, and his 
record last season is evidence of its ef- 
fectiveness. I am practicing this new 
curve, or rather shoot, and expect to 
use it extensively during the coming 
season. When a pitcher has it under 
perfect control no batter can hit it suc- 
cessfully, and if he does line one out 
will be purely accidental.” 

The much-talked-of spit ball was dis- 
covered by Jimmy Stricklett while in 
New Orleans tne early part of .ast 
spring. Stricklett was at that time with 
Detroit, but failed to ‘“‘make good’’ and 
was left in New Orleans. New Orleans 
jet him go, but it is understood he will 
play with some team in the American 
Association the coming season. 

Chesbro Perfected It. 

While New York and Detroit were 
piaying a” practice game Stricklett used 
the ball, but could not control it well. 
Chesbro saw it, and after observing 
how it was pitched began to develop it. 
He soon became master of the curve and 
used it with great effect throughout the 
season. He can make it curve in or out 
with almost perfect accuracy. 

The spit ball derives its name from 
the fact that the tips of the first and 
second fingers are so moistened with 
saliva that they slip from the bal] with- 
out friction. Ordinarily these two fingers 


, 


give the ball a spin that causes it to 
curve. In throwing the spit ball these 
fingers give no motion at all to the ball, 
but it leaves the thumb last, which gives 
it a peculiar wabbly motion, the ball 
suddenly sheering to one side or the 
Other at the plate, greatly confusing the 
batter, who cannot follow it with 
eye, 


| As will be seen from the accompany- 
|ing fllustrations, 
_ball leaves the tips of the first and sec- 


the ordinary pitched 


ond fingers last, giving it the rotary 
motion, which produces the ordinary 
éurves. The in-curve, out-curve and up- 
shoot are all thrown in that manner. A 
ball leaving the left side of the fore- 
finger will curve outward, and one leav- 
ing the right side of the second finger 
will curve inward. One leaving the tips 
will take an upward shoot as it gets 
to the bat, provided it is started spin- 
ning in a perpendicular manner. 

The Thumb Does It All. 

The spit ball is a direct violation of 
all these rules, and gets its entire mo- 
tion from the thumb. As will be seen 
from the photograph, the fingers are 
Slipped gently from the ball, and it 
leaves the thumb last. It gets its speed 
from the swing of the arm, and the 
wrist is not brought into action other 
than to guide the direction of the throw. 

The batter has no opportunity to be 
forewarned of the coming spit ball, as 
it Is held just the same as others be- 
fore it leaves the pitcher’s hand. This 
is one of its strongest points.

ing on the sympathy of each: In this 
way these people get much more than 
they ‘should in the way of help and pro- 
fessional begging is thereby encouraged. 
I venture to say, too, that you will find 
in ordinary times four ‘imposters to one 
aase of real need. Because We Mave no 
orzanization we sometimes overlap and 
overload. 

“On the other hand, the timid and real- 
ly deserving get no advertising and to 
reaich these and’ weed oultt the others we 
ouzht to have cooperation. Tiere should 
be no relaxation of energy, but intelli- 
gent cooperation that none who suffer 
may go unrelieved as well as that pro- 
fessional mendicancy should not be en- 
oouraged., 

“The city should be districted and a 
bureau of information established where 
a complete record should be Kept of 
every application for aid. In New York 
this js done and on the fourth appli- 
cation by able-bodied men, unless there 
are extenuating circumstances, the per- 
son is held and deemed a vagrant and 
turned over to the police. There ought 
to be some such system here.

Five Millions for Control of 
Equitable, Nominal Price 


— 


Bankers Eager for Aid of Insurance 
Millions im Organizing New 
Enterprises and in Vari- 
ous Reorganization 
Schemes. 


By Robert N Burnett. 

New York, February 18.—(Special.)—In 
view of the fact that the internal dis- 
ecnsion among the controlling factors of 
the Equitable Assurance Society has 
made the affairs of this concern the 
lecding topic of the week in financial cir- 
cies, and has, in a measure, directed at- 
ention to all of the leading insurance 
ccmpanies, a few points of interest are 
well worth considering. One of these is 
the. tremendous weight which these or- 
Gonizations have in the financial world, 
and the eagerness with which financiers 
peek to become identified with them. 
Another is the light which they throw 
en the sources of ‘buying power” in the 
Steck market. 

One local paper asserted that a coterie 
of capitalists stood ready to pay $5,- 
000,000 for the Hyde interests in the 
Equitable, representing 5! per cent of 
the $100,000 stock. Bankers regarded this 
valuation as ridiculously Jow, one author- 
ity asserting that 5! per cent of the $100,- 
000 Pquitable stock should be worth sev- 
€Tal times $5,000,000, and directing atten- 
ticn to the great power of the com- 
pany. 

On account of the vast resources of 
insurance companies and their ability to 
absorb enormous amounts of new securi. 
ties, if the right sort offer, it is easy 
to see how great an aid they afford to 
bankers who are organizing new enter- 
prises or reorganizing old ones. 

Vast Absorption of Securities. 

In explanation of the large buying of 
securities during the latter half of last 
year, one source of this absorption is 
riade fairly clear by the statement that 
the three largest insurance companies in 
this city increased their holdings of se 
curities by January |, last, $ 100,000,000, 
compared with a year ago. On January 
| they held a total of $758,393,000 in se- 
elurities. While they increased their hold- 
ings of securities they reduced their de- 
posits in the banks by nearly $12,000,000 
during the period mentioned. During 1904 
the three largest insurance companies 
took in an income of more than $256,- 
0co,000 

Gold Experts Enda. 


Forelgn pankers said this week that 
the gold export movement is practically 
over for the moment—so far as Europe is 
ecncerned. The decidedly easier tone of 
the money market abroad, with a com- 
piete disappearance of the unrest caused 
by Russia's interna! dissensions, with @ 
reduction in the discount rate of the 
Um:perial Bank of Germany, where, of 
a'l places, it was expected that the rate 
would be maintained at a fairly high 
figure, directs attention to the increase 
in the world’s wealth, as reflected in new 
gold production, and the ease with which 
all demands are supplied, even though a 
destructive war is in progeess. 

Of course, the money which Russia and 
Juzpan are compelled to borrow is spent 
mostly in other countries, for the pur- 
chése of war supplies, so that it is kept 
in circulation all the time. Other na- 
tions benefit, while the two belligerents 
are continually piling up more indebted- 
mss, The question has been much ask- 
ed this week whether the growing ease 
in money rates abroad, besides the con- 
tinued low rateg here, mean chiefly a re- 
duction in demand for special reasons, 
such as business quietude, or whether it 
Bignifies a more rapid growth in gold 
ovtput can be absorbed under ordinary 
conditions of trade. The great increase 
:n gold preduction is probably indirectly 
responsible for the expanding prices of 
stocks—although, of course, other factors 
erter into the matter. 

That securities do not decline matertial- 
‘'y is evidence that there is pressure of 
@ great deal of money for investment, so 
tnat as certain interests sell out, oth#s 
siand ready to take what is offered. It 
may be that many standard issues, yield- 
ing only 3% per cent on the purchase 
price, seem high; yet when it Is noted 
that time is lending freely at 3@3 1-4 per 
@@nt for six months’ loans, it {s clear 

y 8 much money is being put into 
Securities of the highest grade. It means 
that much capital is Zo0ing begging, and 
{s really being forced into the market. 
The local banks are rather hard put to 
employ their surplus funds on call, with- 
ou; taking a loss on deposits on which 
they pay 2 per cent interest, as they do 
with interior correspondents, 


Easy Money Helps Bad Market. 


It was pointed out some months ago 
in this paper that the ultimate plan of 
the men who are back of the rise fn the 
stock market is to develop a bond market 
sufficlent to absorb the heavy offerings 
which must be put out for refunding the 
large floating debts, as well as other is- 
gues to be floated for various purpcses. 
Hiow admirably they are succeeding {ts 
shown by the craving for good bonds 
which has already sprung up. They are, 
of course, helped by the extreme ease of 
money. ‘This latter fact was scarcely fn 
their mind when they started the bull 
campaign last summer. It is significant 
how quickly the new Atchison and South- 
ern Pacific bonds have been snapped up. 
The former, strictly speaking, have not 
heen disposed of yet to the public, but the 
subscription jist will be opened in the first 
week of April. But active trading in the 
new bonds, ‘‘when issued,” and itn the 
rights, has been going on on the curb. 
The new bonds have been quoted at 104%, 
although the underwr'ting syndicate guar- 
antees only 97 1-2 net. Thus the under- 
writers have no doubt about making a 
profit of 2 !-2 per cent, and !t stands to 
be much more. 

Southern Pacific new refunding 4s have 
also been rapidly taken up, as if there 
were not enough to go around. There had 
been talk about this issue for the last two 
years, but it was postponed until the most 
favorable time arrived for bringing them 
out. The wisdom of the @elay is now 
clear. A feature of the bo buying has 
been she absorption of enormous amounts 
of the newer issues by small national 
banks throughout the country. This in- 
vestment has been rapidly growing dur- 
ing the last six months. The underwrit- 
ing syndicates now count on disposing of 
@ large proportion of the new issues to 
such Institutions. 

Some Notable Advances.

Paid on Waldorf Clique. 


_A great deal more has been heard this 
week about certain big operators having 
been caught on the short side and being 
ground to pleces between the upper and 
nether mill stones. That they have Deen 
“gunned” for there is no question. Peo- 
ple unfamiliar with Wall street ways oft- 
en ask how the “powers that be’’ find 
out that anybody is heavily short, and 
how they go about it to make trouble for 
such a person. 

A person who ts short of any particular 
stock must of necessity borrow the cer- 
tificates to deliver in settlement of his 
contracts. Somebody lends them. There 
is a department on change where borrow- 
ing of certificates occurs, and where any- 
body who is a member is privileged at 
any time to inquire how a particular stock 
Sometimes 
there is a brisk demand for a certain 
stock; at other times there is no de- 
mand, The extent of the demand tells 
the story, as a rule. But sometimes traps 
are laid for the unwary. An artificial 
demand will sometimes be created by the 
big people, who will send in and borrow 
@ great deal of their own stock in order 
to strike terror among the shorts, or for 
the purpose of stimulating public buy- 
ing. Sometimes the “insiders’’ were the 
ones who lWwaned out the stock, and at 
@ critical moment they will call it all in, 
making it impossible for the shorts to 
borrow it any longer. <A “corner” is pos- 
sible where the supply was limited and it 
was all corraled. Such a thing occurred 
in the Northern Pacific panic of ay, 1901, 
when the rival factions bought up all ex- 
cept a few shares. First Northern Pacilic 
loaned at a premium and finally those who 
had it refused to lend it at any price. 
The shorts were forced to pay all the 
way up to $1,000 a share to extricate 
themselves. 

In the present emergency various mem- 
bers of the go0-called Waldorf clique ap- 
pear to have got hurt pretty badly. It 
was to drive in them that certain stocks 
were run up this week and last. They 
fared worse in Tennessee Coal, Colorado 
Fuel, Union Pacific, Metropolitan Street 
Raliiway and Baltimosge and Ohio. Their 
losses appear to bave amounied to fully 
$1,000,000. 

The men who engineered the raid will 
spend a part ef the $1,000,000 taking 
a winter holiday in the south. Some of 
them have departed already. There is 
much discussion as to how much of a 
rest the financiers will take under the 
sunny southern skies this season. Febru- 
ary has generally been an ‘‘off month” in

“One notable feature of the official 
statement of the New York associated 
banks last week was a fairly important 
contraction in loans for the first time 
since the beginning of the year. This 
may reflect reductions in loans which 
were made advisable because of the low 
reserve percentages of somp of the 
banks, and possibly it may also indi- 
cate that syndicate requirements, which 
heretofore have largely contributed to 
loan expansion, have for the present at 
least been satisfied.. The reduction in 
the cash reserve very nearly corres- 
ponded with the average amount of 6% 
millions shipped during the week to 
Cuba, and to Argentina. . The ending of 
this movement to Cuba, the week's ex- 
ports having fully completed payments 
on account of the loan which was ne- 
gOotiated last year, will give opportunity 
for the banks hereafter to accumulate 
cash through the inter-bank movement, 
and aiso through receipts of new gold. 
The cash loss last week was $4,416,000, 
and the reserve requirements, which re- 
sulted from the decrease of $108416,.400 
genera] deposits, were reduced to $2,- 
604,100. Deducting this item from the 
loss of cash left $1,832,500 as the de- 
crease in surplus reserve to $9,204,425. 
Computed upon the basis of deposits, 
less those of $20,696,500 publie funds, 
the surplus was $14,378,550. Though 
the surplus reserve js the smallest of 
the year thus far, there seems to be an 
abundance of loanable funds in the mar. 
ket, judging from the call loan rate. 
Moreover, there seems to be little prob- 
ability that those in Europe will be im- 
mediately resumed. The movement here 
of money from the interior is likely to 
be smaller in the near future, because 
of preparations for the planting season, 
but the moderate gains from this source 
will doubtless more than off-set any 
unfavorable results of subtreasury opera- 
tions.

In discussing the matter Dr. Proctor, 
the negro minister, said yesterday: 

““It {is a source of deep regret to the 
colored people of this city who have the 
interest of their race and community at 
heart that a majority of the police com- 
mittee is to report favorably to the next | 
session of the council the petitions to’! 
open certain dance halls. If the council 


would practically mean a return to that 
system of dance halls whose existence 
proved such a menace to the city; for 
another petition is already in, and doubt- 
less otbers would follow in due season, 
This first batch is a feeler.

Casual Essays of the Sun. 

A book of a most unusual character en- 
titled “Casual Essays of the Sun” is 
published by Robert Grier Cooke. This 
volume contains a large number of the 
representative editorials that have ap- 
peared in The New York Sun during the 
past twenty years. No American news- 
paper has done so much towards Iinter- 
esting and influencing pubiic opinion as 
has The Sun, and its precepts and inter- 
pretations are fully worthy of a per- 
manent place in literature, particularly 
as they are clothed with the philosophy 
of the sunny side of things. These edi- 
torials embrace varied subjects, touching 
upon topics of the alpha and omega of 
human interest, whether in the discus- 
sion of the presidents’ title, success in 
life, good English, matrimony, or happi- 
ness in general. It ig especially appro- 
priate that these editorials, which have 
far more than an ephemeral interest, be 
perpetuated in the book Mr. Cooke is 
issuing.

It 
is an unusualiy beautiful and strong 
story of a love that dared all, faced all, 
and survived all—even the slander of a 
narrow, gossiping community, with its 
insipid curate, Mr. Mince, and his venom- 
tongued wife, the scandal mongering 
Mrs. Marjoy, and all the rest. The beauty 
of the English country in Its most poetic 
aspects is depicted. Mr, Deepings’ fel- 
ing for nature in its picturesque expres- 
sion ranks with Thomas Hardy’s. 


The Secret Woman, 

Eden Phillpott’s ned novel, “he Se- 
cret Woman," draws its tremendous 
power from the utter simplicity with 
which it lays bare the depths of love 
and passion. A man may love two wom- 
en with different sides of an ill-balanced 
mature; in this story he pays for his un- 
wisdom with his life, but its engrossing 
interest does not lie in the incidents of 
the murder or the shadows of the gal- 
lows. It is in the intense moral struggie 
in minds that in spite of sin are unsel- 
fish, high of purpose and deserving of 
respect. 

Yet in spite of the tragic undercur- 
rent, it is not a gloomy book, so greatly 
is its tone relieved by the minor charac- 
ters, racy, quaint-speaking, slow but 
original, peasants of Dartmoor. And its 
setting ig in such an atmosphere as few 
are able to create, from the first chapter 
eglow with the light and fragrance of 
young May in the heart of the Devon 
woods, to the close of the book in the 
majesty of the Christmas dawn on Dart- 
moor.

“UNDESIRABLES” IN AMERICA. 
(From The London Globe.) 

Not a Pew Britons will read with envy 
the official statistics just published at 
Washington showing the manner in 
which foreign undesirables are dealt with 
in the United States. Last year very near- 
ly 8,000 of these unwelcome guests were 
shut out from American hospitality, 
while 779 others who had _ previously 
gained admission were returned to thei? 
naffve country as unfit for Americah 
citizenship. The rejected included pau- 
pers, physicially diseased persons (there 
were 1,560 of these incompetents), con- 
victs, the insane and imbeciles—in short 
an exceedingly miscellaneous assortment 
of human rubbish, which, if allowed to 
land, must have, as jn England, proved 
an intolerable burden to the Indigenous 
population. But there is far more room 
in the United States than in our cramped 
and over-crowded isles for continental 
riff-raff. Last year the great republic ac- 
cepted and digested over three-quarters 
of a million of desirable immigrants from 
Europe—an utter impossibility, of course, 
for the united kingdom. But with all this 
readiness to receive really valuable labor 
from the old world, Washington most 
rightly draws the line sharply against im- 
portations of detrimenta! additions to the 
industrial population. At the present mo- 
ment there would not be nearly ¢0 much 
distress tn London were it not for the 
continuous inflowing of the poor, needy 
wretches who lower the standard of liv- 
ing and the wage rate in the unskilled 
labor market. 


The Secret of Japanese Succesa. 
(From Cassier’s Magazine., 

The result of the Japanese naval oper- 
ations revea.s the old truth that the mere 
possession of ships of the most powerful 
types, such as Russia possessed, docs 
not mean naval! power. In spite of all the 
essistance which science has rendered 
in perfecting weapons of attack and in 
improving the mode of defense by arnor 
protection and high speed, the character 
of the personnel—admiral, officera and 
men—and their war efficiency are the 
deciding factors in warfare. The Japan- 
ese exhibited this domimating fact in 
their contest of ten years ago against 
China; now they have illustrated it in 
an even more striking manner by crush- 
ing the Ruswvian fleet in the Far East. 

The Japanese have proved afloat, aa 
well as ashore, that they have the fight- 
ing edge. The racial factors—indiffer- 
ence to death, simplicity of life, the 
high courage of fanatical patrictism— 
have all helped; but, above all, their

| . School Garden. 

The school garden has been quite suc- 
cessful. Plans drawn by pupils of the 
fifth and sixth grades will show what 
‘was cultivated in the spring and summer 
| garden of last year, and the winter gar- 
den of the present. term. The wheat, 
‘clover and vetch will] be studied with 
‘reference to the soils required for them. 
the fertilizers needed for their produc- 
tion in the available soil, thelr effect 
upon the soil, and their value as food 
for man and beast. The culture of flow- 
ers has had quite ag much attention as 
that of the kitchen garden. A great 
many varieties are grown both in the 
schoo] grounds and in the windows of 
the schoo] rooms. Last autumn the beds 
of sweet alyssum and clumps of chrys- 
anthemums which remained In luxuriant 
bloom far into December were a source 
of continual joy and furnished a rendez- 
| voug for many insects which were need- 
‘ed for the children to study, not dead 
and impaled upon pins, but alive and In 
| Search of food. This winter the rooms 
have been fragrant with_ narcissus, 
Petunias and sweet slvssum, and the 
windows beautiful with ferns, oxalis, 
nasturtiums, parlor ivy and wandering 
law, 

In both spring and autumn the chil- 
dren make excursions to the fields and 
| forests and bring in some of their treag- 
ures. They have a plece of ground which 
they are making beautiful with only the 
resources of these Georgia (fields and 
_ forests. So far they have planted ferns, 
|hepaticas, wood violets, blood roots, 
asters O. various sorts, golden rod, 
‘sumac, azaleas, hawthorns, dogwoods, 
‘erab apples, hickories, oaks, holiies, 
honeysuckle, yellow jessamine and many 
ether flowers, trees. vines and shrubs. 
They have planted elsewhere mulberrtes, 
magnolias, cedars, figs, olives. pecans, 
walnuts, apples. peaches, pears and 
|grapes. Climbing roses, wistaria, ivy, 
| honeysuckle and Virginia creeper are he. 
| gianing to grow upon the walls of ihe 
building, and various beds of annuals 
and perennials alien origin will soon 
make beautiful the spaces just about 
the entrance to thé &chool. 

With this garden work has been corrél- 
ated reading, writing, drawing, arith- 
metic, elementary geometry, the study of 
plants, insects, rocks, soils, fertjlizers, 
etc., and all these have beén Woven inte 
Wholea which have been to the chiidren 
only the familiar forms of daily iife. 
Last spring the children of one grade 
Planted some cotton in their garden. In 
the autumn they pieked and ginned it in 
a manner similar to work alreadg de- 
scribed. Later they carded some of it 
into ‘“‘bats’”’ for an ironing pad and made 
the pad ready for quilting. Finding that 
they needed a quilting frame, the buys 
agreed to make it in the shop, and 
while they were doing this the giris 
cooked a luncheon, which they served ty 
the boys when the frames were finjshed. 
A week later the girls sewed the pad 
into the frame and quilted it, while the 
boys cooked a luncheon and seryed it 
to the girls as a “quilting bee’’ feast. 

Models of Wood Work.

somewhat of ‘Baptist strength in Great 
Britain. The figures here given apply 
only to Baptist churches. One fact to 


\ ‘be borne in mind ts that the larger pro- 


portion of churches is in the country dis- 
tricts, and, therefore, not in favorable 
condition for rapid Increase. For the 
past year some of the leading churches 
have been without pastors, also, which 
fact has hindered the work. There has 
been nevertheless great activity in the 
churches ‘and the various agencies of the 
churches. The present number of churches 
is 2,904 being an increase of thirty-two 
over 1903. There ay also 3,980 chapels 
where religious sérvices are held. The 
number of Baptists reported for 1904 
was 394,811, being a gain of 6,454 over 
the previous year. There are |,737 more 
Sunday echool teaclrers than in 1903, the 
total being 56,367. The total number of 
pupils in Sunday school is 570,149, or 3 
gain of [2,614 over the former year.

But 
his plant in wcuwihuahua is a mere adden- 
dum of the ranch, which is the subject 
of his greatest solicitude and the source 
of most of his wealth. 

Ten years ago Don Luis Terrazas took 
the first steps towards increasing the 
number and raising the standard of his 
herds by importing the best biood of Scot- 
land, England and the United States. A 
power with the government of the re- 
public, he succeeded in having repealed 
the import tax upon standard registered 
cattle,, and since that time he has en- 
hanced the quality of his cattle by in- 
ducting over 2,000 Obulls of the best breeds 
from the famous studs of Europe and 
America.

| sculaplus, is fairly well known, but when 


we come down to Roman times we find 
that ther Aesculapius partakes of the at- 
tributes of other deities. This is notably 
the case with regard to the Romano- 
Punic Aesculapius, who i!s assimilated 
with the old Phoenician god Ashmoun. 
A coin of Septimius Severus gives us a 
reyresentation of Aesculaplus-Eshmoun 
youthful and beardless, with two ser- 
pent supporters and the caduceus, or ser- 
pent baton, in his hand. Taken by itself 
this plece might be considered as repre- 
sentative of Aesculapius only, but in re- 
ality it Ils a type derived from the coins 
of Aesculapius-Eshmoun of Grecian and 
Phoenician times—the deity whose eanctu- 
ary at Carthage was destroyed in the 
great siege of 146 B. C. 

This view of the numismatic evidence 


‘a8 to Aesculapius-Eshmoun has recently 


been confirmed by a coin which gives 
us a tableau of a deity representing much 
more the attributes of Eshinoun than 
those of Aesculapius, but at the same 
time indicating clearly the alliance ort 
affinity of the two gods. It was struck 
by the Roman colony at Beyrout, - the 
ancient Berytus, and although dating 
from the epoch of Elagabalus, being a 
coin of Phoenicia, it presents the form of 
the ancient Punic concept of Eshmoun to 
a greater extent than the Roman coins do 
further west, because thelr engravers 
came more under the influence of Hel- 
lenic ideas. The god is depicted as a 
youth with a short shoulder cloak only. 
with two dragon headed serpents. Thi 
is very unlike fhe bearded, somewhat 
Zeus looking god of most Greek art. but 
is certainly the portotype of the Aescu.
